The shooting incident 
from Tuesday afternoon, 
April 17, in Elba remains 
under investigation by the 
Elba Police Department. 

Elba Police Chief-Freddy 
Hanchey said the ° victim 
was apparently shot on 
Martin Luther King Drive 
last Tuesday afternoon. He 
received a single gunshot 
wound in the back area. 

Chief Hanchey said it 
appears the victim was 


transported from that area 
to the parking lot of the 
Family Dollar store on 
Claxton Ave. where offi- 
cials located him. 

The victim was transport- 
ed by air flight to the hospi- 
tal, where he reportedly was 
released last that same 
evening. Officials said doc- 
tors felt it best to not remove 
the bullet by surgery. 

Chief Hanchey said his 
department expects to make 
an arrest or arrests soon in 
this shooting incident. 


Person reported shot in

The agreement includes 
a number of conditions (50 
items USDA wants in the 
grant and loan applica- 
tions), including Elba 
meeting those conditions 
within 120 days.

Yearly payments on the 
loan portion of this project 
will be $109,033. 

To soften the impact of 
the annual payments, 


Murdock is in discussion 
with USDA on refinancing 
an old sewer loan at a lower 
interest rate — from the 
existing $131,000 down to 
$91,000 annually. 

Another major decision 
was approved to install 
monitoring devices on four 
sewer pump stations. These 
computer driven devices 
will monitor the system 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week and the information 
can be accessed via smart- 
phone (or computer) from 
anywhere in the world. 
They also will send warn- 
ing alerts to designated 
employees in case of mal- 
functions within the 
pumps. 

The four selected have 
some of the heaviest 
sewage flow in town. The 
city maintains 44 pumping 
stations but some serve 
only a very few homes and 
can be monitored manually 
on a weekly basis. 

The installation of these 
pumps will be $1,500 each 
and a maintenance cost of 
$180 per lift station. 

Melissa Morris, of the 
Water and Electric depart- 
ment, estimated this would 
save the city a minimum of 
eight hours of* overtime 
each week. 

This same system will be 
installed by the water

Coffee County BOE holds work session 
to discuss superintendent search details

The Coffee County 
Board of Education held a 
work session last Thursday 
afternoon, April 19, with 
the purpose of discussing 
several matter revolving 
around the system’s super- 
intendent search. 

Board chairman Brian 
McLeod said the recently 
completed superintendent 
search survey, which asked 
for community input on the 
process, had 140-plus par- 
ticipants. He said 50 per- 
cent of participants indicat- 
ed they were teachers/staff; 
40 percent were parents 
and/or former students; 
while other small percent- 
ages of participants were 
noted to be community 
members, etc. 

McLeod said the survey 
helped board members to 
see some of the qualifica- 
tions that are important to 
the community as the board 
seeks the next superintend- 
ent of schools, He said 
some of these compared 
well with qualifications that 
LS 


also are important to board 
members. 

Board members also dis- 
cussed potential “ques- 
tions” for the people that 
could be interviewed for 
the job. 

While he said it is not set 
in stone, McLeod said he 
could see the board inter- 
viewing, based on the num- 
ber of overall candidates, 
any where from 3-7 people 
initially. He too said it 
depended on the number of 
candidates that really “stick 
out” as good candidates for 
the job. 

Board members  dis- 
cussed that potential dates 
for the interviews could be 
May 14th and 15; however, 
they again stressed this 
could change as the process 
continues. 

The closing date for sub- 
mitting an application for 
the superintendent’s posi- 
tion was for an application 
to be postmarked by 
Monday, April 23rd.
